In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you are 
directed to notify and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Millbury 
qualified to vote in elections and town affairs to meet at their re- 
spective voting places to wit: Precinct No. 1 at the Town Hall; Pre- 
cinct No. 2 at the Burbank Street School at Bramanville; Precint No.

School; and Precinct No. 5 at the East Millbury School, on Saturday , 
the tenth day of March, next, at 8:00 o’clock in the forenoon, to elect 
the following officers, to wit: 


ARTICLE 1. To choose a Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector of 
Taxes, Auditor, Moderator, Tree Warden, One Highway Surveyor, 
One member of the Board of Health, all for a term of one year; One 
Member of the Board of Assessors for a term of two years; One 
Selectman, One Assessor, One Member of the Board of Health, Two: 
Members of the School Committee, One Trustee Public Library. One 
Cemetery Commissioner, One Member of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare, and Six Constables all for the term of three years; One Member 
of the Millbury Housing Authority and One Member of the Planning 
Board all for a term of five years.

With this thought in mind, early in the fall 
we requested Chief Howard White to make a complete 
survey of his department and to then submit his recom- 
mendations as to what he felt would be necessary to bring 
the department up to at least the minimum standards of a 
good and efficient Police Department. The Chief has sub- 
mitted his recommendations and we have reviewed them 
with him. (They are listed in the Police report.) We are in 
complete agreement that if we hope to lower the auto in- 
surance rate and maintain a good traffic safety program, 
they must be carried out. 


We feel certain that if the voters at the Annual Town 
Meeting accept these recommendations in the Police De- 
partment Budget, we can all look forward to a lower in- 
surance rate and a safer Town of Millbury. 


With sincere sympathy the Board of Selectmen regret- 
fully notes the passing of Roland Dunn who served as a 
Town Assessor for many years. 


We announce the retirement of the following Town 
Officials: Mr. William White, who served as our Town 
Treasurer for many years, retired March 11 due to a sud- 
den illness. Mr. Walter Swift, who served on our Fire 
Department, moving up the ranks from Private to a mem- 
ber of the Board of Fire Engineers, the position he held 
until his retirement on April 30. Mr. Swift is also a member 
of the School Committee. Mr. Frederick Vulter, Police 
Chief for many years, retired August 31. Mr. Vulter also 
served on the Board of Selectmen for several years. Mrs. 
Carl Lagerholm, Town Clerk, retired September 30. The 
Board of Selectmen feel quite sure we speak for the towns- 
people in wishing these four faithful town servants good 
luck and good health in their retirement. 


We would like to publicly acknowledge and commend the 
new school crossing guard unit for the splendid job they 
have done in the safeguarding of our school children. These 
people work many hours a week in all kinds of weather for 
very small wages and much credit should be given to them. 


We feel that the Town of Millbury is making progress in 
becoming a better place in which to live. We would like to 
take this opportunity to express our appreciation to all town 
department heads for the part they have played in making 
1961 a successful year.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit the Annual Report of the Department of 
Veterans’ Services and Benefits for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1961. 


Veterans’ Service work consists of a very comprehensive 
study of the problems of Veterans and the benefits available 
to them and their dependents. 


Assistance in one form or another to Veterans and their 
dependents, has been provided since shortly after our 
Declaration of Independence, and has been perpetrated and 
expanded throughout the years by a grateful nation. The 
attitude of each generation, I believe, was best expressed 
by former President Herbert Hoover when he said:—‘“I 
have supported, and the nation should maintain, the im- 
portant principle that when men and women have been 
called into jeopardy of their lives in the protection of the 
nation, then the nation as a whole incurs a special obliga- 
tion beyond that to any other group of its citizens. Pro- 
tection should, therefore, be given them in ill-health, dis- 
tress and in need.” 


The function of this department is to carry out that in- 
tent, which has been wholeheartedly accepted by a grateful 
Commonwealth, and in particular, our Town. This has been 
accomplished by keeping abreast of the numerous Federal 
and State Laws which have been enacted on behalf of our 
Veteran population by investigating the necessities and 
qualifications of all applicants for benefits to which the 
State Laws apply; by assisting and filing claims on behalf 
of Veterans and their dependents; by working in close co- 
operation with existing Federal and State Agencies, and by 
assisting them through counselling, or financial aid. 


The effort which is put into that phase of our work 
called ‘‘services,” I believe can best be appreciated locally 
by the effect that it has upon our local expenditures. Last 
year alone, from the pension and compensation claims 
which were serviced in this department, Veterans and their 
dependents received approximately $6,500.00 in retroactive 
awards, and approximately $65,875.00 will be received by 
them from the Federal Government in the year 1962.— 
Fifteen men were cared for in Veterans Administration 
Hospitals. Were it not for the counselling and assistance of 
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the department, our local expenditure would be greatly in- 
creased. Claims were processed for Review of Discharges, 
appointments as Guardians and/or Conservators, National 
Service Life Insurance, Home Loans, Tax Abatements, Edu- 
cational Benefits, Burial Allowances, Headstones, Insurance 
Loans, and others. 


The services provided by this department are unique, in 
that the end result not only reduces our potential expendi- 
tures, but also increases the purchasing power of our re- 
cipients, which in itself is an asset to any community. 


Care of Veterans’ Graves 


In a previous report I advised your Board of the Pro- 
visions of Chapter 115, as pertains to the care of Veterans’ 
graves. This department also bears the responsibility to 
see that a flag is placed upon the grave of all our deceased 
Veterans. 


I am indebted to our Veterans’ organizations for continu- 
ing to assume this responsibility without cost to our Town. 
Flag holders have been provided by the organizations to 
their members. However, many graves do not have these 
flag holders, and others which have had them, such as the 
graves of those veterans of the Revolutionary, Civil and 
Spanish wars, are now in a state of disgrace, due to cor- 
rosion, and are in dire need of replacement. 


I propose to furnish, and/or replace these flag holders 
over a two-year period of time by requesting a sum of 
$500.00 in our budget for 1962, and the balance in 1963. 


Veterans’ Benefits 


There is an apparent lack of understanding of this pro- 
gram which I would like to clarify at this time. It is im- 
portant because it potentially effects at least 40% of our 
population directly, and all indirectly. 


Veterans’ Benefits is a program of assistance established 
under Chapter 115 of the General Laws of the Common- 
wealth as amended, for Veterans of Wartime Service, and 
their dependents. It is a State and Local program adminis- 
tered by this department. We receive 50% reimbursement 
for cases aided with a Millbury settlement, and 100% for 
cases aided that have not established settlements. 
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Definitions 


Veteran:—As defined in Sec. 43 of Chapter 4 as amended, 
and as defined in Chapter 115 as amended. 


Dependent:—The wife, husband, widow, child, mother or 
father of a Veteran, including any person who stood in the 
relationship of a parent to such Veteran for five years next 
preceding the commencement of his Wartime Service, pro- 
vided that no child who is more than 18 years of age shall 
be deemed a dependent, unless such child is attending school 
for the purpose of completing a regulation highschool 
course, or its equivalent, or, unless such child is mentally or 
physically unable to support himself, and the disability ex- 
isted before he attained that age. 


Klgibility:—An applicant must have a settlement in the 
Commonwealth, or three continuous years of residence in 
the State; must be in need, i.e., the family income is not 
sufficient to meet the budget established by the Commis- 
sioner of Veterans’ Services, based on the necessities of 
life. The need must not be occasioned by misconduct. 


Disqualifications:—Any person who is physically able to 
work and given the opportunity to work, refuses to do so, 
will be ineligible for Veterans’ Benefits. If a Veteran who is 
obviously in a position to support his or her dependents, 
and wilfully neglects to do so, the Veteran and dependents 
are ineligible for Veterans’ Benefits. If a person is guilty 
of continuous vicious and intemperate habits, and because 
of them is unemployed, he will be ineligible for Veterans’ 
Benefits. 


Liens and Assignments:—Assignments are taken and exe- 
cuted on all cases where the need of aid arises out of illness 
or accident covered by Insurance or otherwise, and lump 
sum settlements are granted. Whenever an applicant for, or 
a recipient of Veterans’ Benefits, who is the mother or 
father of a Veteran, has an interest in real estate, the fair 
market value of which is more than $1,500.00, a lien shall 
be taken up to the amount of aid granted, but shall not be 
executed until such time as both parents shall have expired, 
and then subject to the approval of the Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services. 


Benefits:—Weekly or semi-monthly payments based on 
budgetary needs are made to the applicant. Bills contracted 
on their behalf are paid directly to the vendors. 
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Under this program a total of 118 cases were processed 
during the past year. Of these, 97 cases involving 260 
people were aided on a temporary, or permanent basis; 12 
cases were referred to other municipalities, and 9 cases 
were rejected for reasons of ineligibility. 


A total of $37,355.30 was expended. This amount was 
$2,585.84 more than during the year 1960. 


Of the amount expended, $19,225.40 either has been, or 
will be returned to the General Account through reimburse- 
ments. 


I wish to thank the members of the Board, the Veterans’ 
organizations, the Finance Committee, and citizens in gen- 
eral for the assistance and co-operation I have received.

Snow and Ice

On August 31, Fred H. Vulter, Chief of Police retired 
upon reaching age 65. Retirement was compulsory under 
state law. At that time, I was appointed Acting Police 
Chief. I continued in this capacity until the Selectmen re- 
ceived a certified list from the Civil Service Commission at 
Boston, at which time I was appointed permenant Chief. 


At the time I was appointed Acting Chief, I was in- 
structed by the Board of Selectmen to make a survey of 
salaries, operating personnel and all other phases govern- 
ing the functions of the department and to submit my 
recommendations to the Board. 


I have met with the Selectmen on numerous occasions in 
the past three months and we are in complete agreement 
with the following recommendations. 


1. That substantial increases in salaries should be given 
to all classifications in the department. 


2. The department should be increased by the appoint- 
ment of two more permenant patrolmen. 


8. That two members of the force be elevated to the rank 
of Sergeant. 


4. I feel very strongly that in order to have a highly ef- 
ficient department that the men must receive proper 
schooling in all phases of police work. The State of 
Massachusetts affords each town the opportunity to 
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send police officers to the State Academy in Framing- 
ham, The classes run for a period of six weeks. At a 
cost of $150.00 per man. 

I am firmly convinced that this small expenditure of 
money will prove invaluable in the future operation of 
the department. 

I am recommending that four men be sent to this 
school in 1962. Total cost to the town $600.00. 


5. In police work it is very necessary to refer to law books 
in order to complete many investigations. In as much 
as the town has no such books available, I am recom- 
mending the purchase of a set of Annotated Law Books 
at a cost of $482.00. 


I wish to take this opportunity to express my thanks for 
the cooperation I have received from all members of the 
Police Department. 


Also at this time, I would like to publicly commend 
Patrolmen Leonard Pescheta and Robert Army for their 
efforts in saving of the lives of two children from drowning 
on May 9, 1961. 


Again, as in the past our dispatcher Phyllis Carney has 
proved herself invaluable by her method of receiving com- 
plaints and dispatching messages to the cruiser in a very 
efficient manner, during the hours when the Police Station 
is left unattended.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


The Board of Health submits the following report for the 
year 1961. 


Again this year inadequate sewerage systems and sub- 
standard housing have been the majority of complaints and 
investigations. 


Our Board sponsored Polio clinics and sixty-four pre-- 
school children received Small-pox vaccinations. 


In May a survey of all eating and drinking establishments. 
was conducted by a State Sanitary Engineer and a Member 
of our Board. Several did not comply with the minimum. 
standards of sanitation and recommendations were issued 
for repairs and cleaning of establishments. 


A second survey was conducted later in the year by the 
Board of Selectmen and our Board and conditions were 
found to be greatly improved. 


This sanitary inspection will be conducted annually. 


In October a chest x-ray program was conducted for all 
food-handlers and also several residents have received free 
chest x-rays at Worcester County Sanatorium. 


anuary 1st there were two patients at Worcester County 
Sanatorium and two were admitted during the year. Two: 
patients were discharged leaving two patients at the Sana-. 
torium as of December 31st. 


During the summer months with the cooperation of the: 
State Health Department the water at all public bathing 
beaches was regularly analyzed for bacteria that could be: 
dangerous to the public health.

The members of this Board have. been very busy this past. 
year. We have signed approximately 95 plans as Approval- 
Not Required, and have also issued approximately 138 Zon-: 
ing Permits. Along with all this we have approved two. 
Sub-divisions this year with a total of 40 lots within these 
Sub-division approved. : 


A Master Plan Survey for our Town has now beth started’ 
by Economic Development Associates, and our preliminary 
reports will be made in early 1962. The Contract for this 
work was approved by the Federal Housing Agency for two-: 
thirds re-imbursement in October, and the work was started _. 
immediately after this. A representative of this Board has. 
attended the preliminary meetings of the Central Massachu-. 
setts Regional Planning Study Committee. We feel that. 
Regional Planning will help the entire area; and following: 
the completion of our Master Plan, further study of Re-. 
gional Planning will be made. 


The Board acting as Traffic Safety Committee has met. 
with the Police Department and Selectmen regarding 1m-. 
provements throughout the Town. 


The Town By-law has also been studied by the Board, and’ 
we feel there are some clarifications needed that will be in-.

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Civil Defense 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen and the Citizens 
of Millbury. 


The Civil Defense Department’s Budget Report can be 
found under the Auditor’s Report. 


Due to the present world situation, Civil Defense activi- 
ties have increased and reached a point of decision. In view 
of this fact, I feel I should report to the people of Millbury 
as to the status of their Civil Defense at the present time. 
I further feel that the recommendations listed below should 
be submitted for your approval in order to improve the 
efficiency of this department. 


I have been your Civil Defense Director for the past two 
years and in my opinion the Town of Millbury has a fairly 
well organized Civil Defense. However, this organization is 
very poorly equipped. I therefore appeal to the citizens and 
taxpayers of Millbury for an appropriation in the amount 
of $10,000.00 (ten thousand dollars) to properly equip our’ 
Civil Defense Department and thereby insure the people of 
Millbury with maximum protection against any emergency 
from nuclear attacks to everyday disasters. 


My recommendations are as follows: 


I. To add two (2) sirens to our present warning system 
which would insure complete coverage of the Town; to 
install an automatic tone control to be located at an 
approved station that would operate these sirens. This 
project to be handled under the supervision of the 
Board of Selectmen, and with the advice of accredited 
engineers. The sirens and control station to be lo- 
cated at points approved by said authorities. 


II. To equip all units of Civil Defense, such as auxiliary 
police and firemen with badges, helmets, rain coats, 
boots and other necessities for the purpose of making 
these units more efficient. 


III. To install four (4) monitor stations (fallout informa- 
tion stations) equipped with radios. Said stations to 
be placed in various sections of Millbury for the pur- 
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pose of recording the amount of fallout, and for relay- 
ae needed information of such to the people of Mill- 
ury. 


IV. To purchase a rescue truck. This truck to be fully 
equipped with government approved materials. Within 
the boundaries of Millbury are four bodies of water 
(Lake Singletary, Brierly Pond, Ramshorn Pond and 
Dorothy Pond) all of which are used extensively for 
swimming and boating. In addition to this, Millbury 
has approximately 70 to 90 miles of local highway 
along with sections of Routes 122A, 20, 146 and the 
Massachusetts Turnpike. Under these conditions, we 
are bound to have everyday accidents. A fully equipped 
Pence truck could prove invaluable in the saving of 
ives. 


The important fact to remember in evaluating the above 
mentioned recommendations is that purchases of govern- 
ment approved Civil Defense equipment are entitled to a 
fifty percent (50%) reimbursement (called ‘Matching 
Funds”). For an expenditure of $10,000, a reimbursement 
of $5,000 would be received from the State and Federal 
Governments. This would be a good investment for the 
Town of Millbury. We do not need a nuclear war for Civil 
Defense to be of great value to your community. Your Civil 
Defense can be of help in many ways. 


For the protection and safety of each and every citizen of 
the Town of Millbury, I sincerely hope that you will approve 
and accept my requests.

Report of The School Commuttee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 

The School Committee herewith submits its annual report for the 
year ending December 31, 1961. 

The following new salary schedule became effective September 1, 


1961: ,

Effective January 1, 1961, a $200 salary adjustment was voted 
to all teachers who were not in their proper salary position on the 
salary schedule, and a $150 increase was granted to all teachers who 
had not reached their maximum salary. In addition to this, a $100 
across-the-board increase was voted to all teachers, effective Sep- 
tember i, 1961, and the above salary schedule was then inaugurated. 

It is becoming a common practice each year for the legislature 
to establish minimum salaries for Massachusetts teachers. The School 
Committe feels that if the legislature is to prescribe rules and regu- 
lations with which towns must comply, then certainly state funds, 
should be made available to aid towns in establishing and maintaining 
these schedules. A bill is now before the legislature requesting a $4500 
minimum salary. The committee feels that these new laws are going 
to make it more and more costly for the real estate taxpayers in all 
towns of the Commonwealth. 

Open House, an annual event in our schools, was again held in 
November and was well attended by interested parents. 

Major repair work in the various schools was carried out as 
follows: re-construction of the south and west walls and installation 
of new doors at the East Millbury School; complete interior painting 
of the Burbank School; installation of new chain link fences at 
Providence Street and Burbank Schools; blacktop apron at the Bur- 
bank School and the painting of ceilings and interior walls on the 
first floor of the Dorothy Manor School was completed. A new back- 
stop was erected on the high school softball field and the field was 
extended. Room 26 at the Center School was renovated by removing 
the old laboratory furnishings and replacing them with chelkboards3 
and tackboards. 

Much necessary new equipment, including desks for the Burbank, 
Union, West Millbury and Dorothy Manor Schools, as well as teachers’ 
desks for the Providence Street School, was purchased during the 
year. Microscopes and other equipment for the science and math de- 
partments were purchased under the National Defense Act—tTitle 
Ill. Under this prorram, 50% reimbursement is received. Major items 
of equipment for the physical education department for the junior 
and senior high schools were purchased and new filmstrip projectors 
and screens were purchased for the Burbank and Memorial High 
Schools. Storm windows were installed on the first and third grade 
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rooms at the Providence Street School. The Memorial High School 
library reference material has been added to during this past year 
by the purchase of many valuable reference books. It is felt now that 
the library is developing into a very satisfactory one and should com- 
pare favorably with high schools in our area. 

Various safety precautions are still being installed and carried 
out in all schools in accordance with the requirements as set forth 
by the Department of Public Safety. A complete list of maintenance 
projects and new equipment is included in the committee’s itemized 
report. 

The State has approved reimbursement in the amount of 
$106,532.33 for the year 1961. This amount is returned to the Town 
Treasurer, not to the School Department. 

The committee wishes to extend sincere thanks and voices its 
appreciation to the Assumption Parish for the cooperation extended 
the School Department during the past many years while rooms were 
being used to house public school pupils at the Assumption School. 

The New York, New Haven and Hartford railroad station which 
has been used as a manual training department for the last several 
years is no longer necessary for the training of our pupils, Conse- 
quently, this railroad station has been returned to the town of 
Millbury via the Board of Selectmen. 

The New Junior High School, along with additions to the Mill- 
bury Memorial High School, was placed in service at the berinning 
of the 1961-62 school year. Details of the junior high school con- 
struction will be found in the separate report as presented by the 
Junior High School Building Committee. 

During the last several years, the committee has endeavored to 
develop a band at the junior and senior high schools. A new teacher 
has been found and is working very diligently with the band students 
in the schools. It is felt at this time that excellent progress is being 
made and that a band of which we may all be proud will be developed 
under Mr. Bruno’s supervision. 

The School Committee at the present time is working with the 
Director of Civil Defense for the town of Millbury in planning proper 
procedures for taking care of our schoo! pupils in the event of enemy 
attack. 

We would like to congratulate Horace Mann students Sandra 
Anderson, Peter Broad, Ruth Ann Paine, Joyce Perry and Patricia 
Waskiewicz for the excellent record they have maintained while 
students at the Millbury Memorial High School. 

During the year, two of our most able and respected teachers 
left our sehool system to enter retirement—Miss Ellen Leary and 
Miss Rosilda Lindsay. Both had served faithfully in the Millbury 
School System for the past 48 years. We want them to know that 
their service to our town is deeply appreciated. 


As stated in our previous reports, school operation is a tremen- 
dous oneration. Successful operation could not be accomplished without 
the cooperation of the superintendent, principals, teachers, school 
department workers, the various town departments, parents and 
townspeople, 


The committee thanks everyone for the generous cooperation. 
given it during the past year; let’s continue to work together to give 
our children the best possible education.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Committee: 


I respectfully submit my second annual report and the seventy- 
second in the series of reports of the Millbury school superintendents. 

To many of us who have been in the field of education for the past 
quarter century or more and who stop to ponder about the tremendous 
changes which have taken place in this field during the past five 
years, we realize suddenly that we are actually experiencing an educa- 
tional revolution in this country. What has brought it about? Was: 
it Sputnik, the new nuclear age, the fear of the Russian idealogies,. 
the cold war, the fear of total destruction, ete.? All of these have: 
undoubtedly played their part, but when we think back to such men 
as Edison, Goddard, Einstein, the Wright brothers, Hitler, Stalin,. 
and oh so many more, we realize that these things were inevitable. 
What then has spearheaded this so-called educational revolution? The 
answer I think can be found in the following excerpts from Dr.. 
Sterling M. McMurrin’s reply to Admiral Rickover’s criticism of 
American education. Dr. McMurrin is the United States Commissioner 
of Education, Department of Health, Education, and Welfare. 

“Without question, one of our greatest assets in the effort to 
improve our educational establishment is the intense interest’ in 
education that presently pervades the nation, an interest that is. 
involving countless persons from every vocation and profession in. 
a general discussion of the ends of education and the ways of achiev- 
ing them. Fortunately there is developing among us that spirit of 
genuine criticism that is always an essential ingredient of institutional 
and civic improvement. 


“The character of this discussion and criticism indicates that es 
the matter of education we are now facing a crisis of conscience and 
that collectively we are experiencing a sense of national guilt. This 
consciousness of guilt grows out of the realization that in general we 
have failed to establish and maintain an educational program. of 
the quality of which we are capable and which is now essential to 
the well-being of all our people taken individually and to the achieve- 
ment of the full enrichment of our culture and the strength of our 
Nation. There is an increasing concern for our failure to fully eul- 
tivate the talents and the capacities of our people and a realization 
that we are not adequately satisfying the demands that our national 
life now properly and necessarily places upon the educational 
process. We cannot deny that today we would command far more 
knowledge and have far more creativity, civic character, and national 
strength if our schools generally had been more vigorous: in their 
intellectual discipline and had been more adequately structured to 
the needs of our society. We have with lavish prodigality wasted 
the talent and energy of countless persons who should have been 
educated at higher levels of skills and knowledge, and whose educa- 
tion would have been a substantial asset to a Nation that makes an 
ever-increasing demand for higher competence in its people.” 

This intense interest due to our sense of national guilt concerning 
the quality of our education in the past quarter of a century has 
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brought about a number of attacks on our educational system. The 
natural result of this was the new look in secondary mathematics and 
science. Natural, because these two were the subjects most identifiable 
with the missile, rocket and nuclear race with Russia. The next big 
change came in the foreign language field due to the realization that 
if we, as Americans, wish to keep our position in the world of 
diplomacy and commerce, we must become a bilingual or trilingual 
nation. Now we have evidence of dissatisfaction with the social 
sciences, English and vocational education. Recently in the National 
Education News came the announcement that the National Council 
for the Social Studies was calling for a major investigation of the 
social studies curriculum in elementary and secondary schools. This 
would be the first thorough-going overhaul of the social science 
curriculum in 40 years. In Education Summary, December 27, 1961, 
under trends and issues, the following announcement was made, 
“Vocational education is slated for its first comprehensive review 
since 1917. On February 20, President Kennedy in his special message 
to Congress instructed HEW Secretary Ribicoff to convene an ad- 
visory body to review and evaluate vocational education and to make 
recommendations for improving and redirecting the program.” Last 
month the 26-member President’s Panel of Consultants on Vocational 
Education met in Washington. They will draw up a set of recom- 
‘mendations for President Kennedy to present to Congress. In Edu- 
eator’s Dispatch, Nov. 12, 1961, the following statement appeared 
under trends spotted by the Council for Basic Education, “The social 
studies are in a slump, English even more so.” 

The secondary phase of education has not been alone on the receiv- 
‘ing end of these new innovations or trends. Dr. Conant in his book, 
Recommendations for Education in the Junior High School Years, 
would overhaul the entire junior high school curriculum. In a new 
book sponsored by the Council for Basic Education, edited by Dr. 
Charles C. Walcutt, Professor of English, Queens College, we find 
that the schools must be extricated from the “history of the error” in 
teaching reading. The error is in promoting ‘‘word-picture,” ‘“whole- 
word” and “look-say” methods, without attention to phonics. This 
neglect of phonics has made learning to read a serious problem in 
American schools, with an estimated 35% of all American children 
seriously retarded in reading ability, says Dr. Walcutt. 

We are today on the threshold of new trends in teaching techniques, 
new methods and new technology. Pressures on school administrators 
have become very great and I find that we must all be mindful of the 
best of the past and yet aware of the promises of the future. 


During the past year in Millbury we too have experienced many 
changes. In the Millbury Memorial High School we have continued 
the changes made the year before in science and math and have added 
regular laboratory classes to the college biology classes. We also in- 
creased the size of the guidance department by having Mr. Morano 
give one half of his teaching day to counseling, These changes, plus 
the completion of several others called for in the evaluation, have 
enabled us to more than meet the percentage of changes required by 
the New England Association of Secondary Schools and Colleges for 
continued certification. 
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In the New Junior High School, now housing grades 7, 8 and 9, 
we have experienced our greatest change. Prior to this year we were 
in an 8-4 system. This has been changed to a 6-3-3 system. To the 
curriculum we have added a course in general math for the more 
advanced student and French for two periods a week has been added 
to the upper three divisions of both the seventh and eighth grades. 
Boys’ and girls’ gym is now enjoyed by all of the pupils of the junior 
high school as is the new cafeteria. Several new teachers were added 
to the faculty which enabled us to reduce the size of the classes from 
forty or more down to the recommended size of thirty. In some classes 
new transfers have swelled the size of the classes to thirty-one 
or -two. The addition of the new band room and junior high industrial 
arts room, as well as the science and art rooms, have left little to be 
asked for in these fields. 

The New Junior High School, when viewed by the townspeople 
during Open House, elicited many very favorable comments and 
seemed to more than satisfy the majority of the people who visited 
the school at that time. 

In the elementary schools we now have all of our fifth and sixth 
grades housed in one building, formerly tne junior high and now 
known as the Center School. Having all the fifth and sixth grades 
under one roof has enabled us to use a grouping plan for the various 
classes which we feel will be advantageous to all the pupils. We have 
also been able to have a better music and art program as we not only 
have the room for this, but we also have art and music supervisors 
who have, because of the new junior high’s increased faculty, been 
able to give more time to the elementary grades. Several meetings 
with the teachers of the first six grades have been held to discuss the 
elementary course of study. The building of the new junior high has 
enabled us to move the four grades from the Assumption School to 
what was formerly the Center School and which is now called the 
Union School (the name under which it was first known). This 
building formerly housed the majority of the fifth and sixth grades. 
We have established fluto-phone classes in all of the grades in town 
with an eye to the building of bigger and better school bands in 
Millbury. Many physical changes have taken place in several of our 
school plants which will be described in the reports of the School 
Committee and Building Committee. 


We are at present working on a thirty station Audio-Active- 
Compare Language Laboratory which will be housed in the New 
Junior High School and which will be used by both the language 
classes of the junior and senior high schools. The room which will 
house this laboratory will also be so arranged as to enable us to use 
this as an audio-visual room as well as a language laboratory. In one 
of our elementary schools we are beginning an experiment with a new 
reading method which has shown great results in every town or city 
in which it has been used. Our elementary teachers will be given the 
opportunity to evaluate this toward the end of the year. We anticipate 
adding an ungraded class to our system next year, which will meet 
the demands of the state for classes for both the trainable and the 
educable who cannot meet the requirements for regular class at- 
tendance. 
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The State Department of Education advises that, for the best 
interests of education, a school which has twelve or thirteen occupied 
rooms should have a full-time supervising principal. It is anticipated 
that next year the Center School, which houses all of the fifth and 
sixth grades in the town, will have twelve occupied rooms. With this 
in mind Mr. John Hayes, the present teaching principal, will be 
promoted to the position of full-time supervising principal of this 
building. . 

We are also at this time looking further into the question of becom- 
ing part of a regional vocational school set-up. However, at this 
writing little more can be said about it except that an interest is 
being shown in this matter. 

At present we have three extra rooms in the elementary buildings, 
two of which will be filled next year due to larger enrollments in the 
first and second grades and to the additional ungraded class, This, 
of course, means that in not later than two to three years, all of our 
rooms will be occupied and we will again be bursting at the seams 
in the elementary grades. It would seem that inasmuch as the New 
Junior High School took approximately eight years to plan, and to 
bring these plans to fruition, that plans should be started in the very 
near future for new elementary buildings. You need only think of the 
condition of our elementary buildings, two of which are old wooden 
buildings—fire traps at best, and two others which were built one 
hundred or more years ago, to realize the urgency of this need. 

I would like to conclude this part of my report with the following 
statement. This is a democratic society and although I realize that 
all men are not born of equal capacity, I do, however believe that all 
are entitled to the opportunity to develop fully such capacities as 
they have. The handwriting on the wall is there for all to read. If the 
United States is to continue to move forward and to make its proper 
contribution to its children and to the world, our people must be 
willing to dedicate a much larger share than ever before of their 
human and material resources to the support of education. 

Changes in Staff 

After 48 years of faithful and efficient service in the Millbury 
School System, Miss Ellen Leary, a teacher in the Millbury Junior 
High School and Miss Rosilda Lindsay, Principal and first-grade 
teacher of the Union School, retired on June 22, 1962. We all deeply 
regret the loss of these two excellent teachers and sincerely thank 
them for jobs well done. We wish them health and happiness in their 
retirement.

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Report of Mr. Raymond E. Shaw 
High and Junior High School Principal 


Developments of the past year have generally reflected the con- 
tinued operation of those major forces which have tended to shape 
our school requirements during the preceding decade. A steadily in- 
creasing pupil enrollment and an increasing emphasis on higher 
educational standards have had their influences on plant needs, our 
staff, and on our curriculum. 


A major improvement in our secondary school plant was effected 
in September of 1961, with the opening of the Millbury Junior High 
School, which now houses grades 7, 8, and 9. According to Dr. James 
B. Conant in his book, Education in the Junior High School Years, 
the 6-3-3 system is, by far, the most common of the reorganized 
systems usually found in medium-sized and large communities, To 
emphasize the importance of this new building, I present a few 
statistics: In September of 1960, the enrollment in the Millbury 
Memorial High School was 521, and in June of 1961 we graduated 
189. The incoming ninth grade numbered 199; and, if we still used 
the 8-4 system, this would have meant a total enrollment of 556 in 
grades 9-12 and an increase of 35 students whom we could not ac- 
comodate properly in the Millbury Memorial High School. 

Not only were more classrooms required to house the ninth grade, 
but an increase in the teaching staff was also necessary. Mr. Alan 
Curtis, a graduate of Boston University, was appointed to teach

Mr. Paul 
Kollios, a graduate of the University of Massachusetts, was appointed 
to teach science in grade eight and one class of English in grade 
nine. Mr. Thomas Romano, a graduate of Holy Cross College, was 
appointed to teach eighth grade English. Miss Joan Power, who 
formerly taught grade six in the Center School, was transferred to the 
Junior High School faculty. Mr. Raymond Gemme has been assigned 
to teach all French classes in grades seven and eight, and one class in 
grade nine. Mr. John Chadwick, who was previously a full-time 
teacher in the high school, is now devoting part of his time to the 
Junior High School guidance department. We welcome these new 
teachers to our junior and senior high school faculties and extend our 
best wishes for a successful and happy future. 

During the past year there were several changes in the Millbury 
Memorial High School faculty. Mr. Richard Kenary, teacher of bi- 
ology, resigned to enter private business; and Mr. Thomas Hamilton, 
teacher of English, resigned to teach that subject in the Framingham 
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High School. Mrs. Ethel Gladstone resigned to enter the Worcester 
School System.

Report of School Building Commiitee 


To the Citizens of Millbury: 


The committee is pleased to report that the New Junior High 
School, along with the newly constructed additions to the Memorial 
High School, is approximately 97% complete at the present time. 

Construction was carried out very capably by the Neri Construc- 
tion Company under the direction of O. E. Nault and Sons, archi- 
tectural firm of Worcester, thus enabling the School Department to 
make use of all the new plant facilities at the opening of the regular 
school year in September. This new plant now consists of a 20-room 
building proper, new cafeteria, band room, shop and locker rooms, all 
connected to the present Memorial High School building by an over- 
head enclosed passageway. The latest types of laboratories, including 
physics and a completely new language laboratory installation, are 
available in the New Junior High School, along with conventional 
art, science and sewing rooms. 

The only major item to be completed at the writing of this report 
is the new softball and football practice field to be located behind 
the present football bleachers on the northeast side of the present 
Memorial High School field. In the spring of 1962 this field will be 
levelled, loamed and seeded, thus giving broader playing facilities 
for all town personnel and leagues. Also to be completed in the spring 
is a small amount of seeding and landscaping on the junior high 
school lawn area. 

At a visitation and Open House conducted at the New Junior High 
School on November 12th, hundreds of townspeople toured the new 
facilities. The committee expresses its thanks to the teachers, super- 
visors, office force, janitors and cafeteria help for working so hard 
to make this visitation and Open House the great success that it was. 

Upon completion of the entire project during the year 1962, a com- 
plete list of expenditures will be prepared for placement in the 1962 
Town Report. Until this project is complete and this report published, 
any interested voting citizen of the town of Millbury may procure 
information in regard to actions and expenditures by the Millbury 
School Building Committee simply by calling the Chairman of this 
committee. 

The Building Committee has received invaluable assistance from 
all town departments during the construction of this project and we 
wish to thank them for the wonderful cooperation extended the 
committee. 

As chairman, I would like to express my appreciation for the won- 
derful assistance rendered by the Building Committee personnel 
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during the entire planning and building of this project. My sincere 
appreciation is also extended to Mr. Shea, our immediate past school 
superintendent, and to Mr. Beaton, Superintendent of Schools, for 
their tireless efforts on behalf of this project. 

Notices of scheduled meetings of the Building Committee are posted 
in the office of the Town Clerk and are usually held on the first and 
third Mondays of the month. These meetings, which are held at the 
Memorial High School, are open to interested townspeople at all times.
